Once each year sportsmen from all 
over the world gather at Epsom, in 


Surrey, England, generally on the 
Wednesday before Whitsuntide to at- 
tend the Derby races, They are fam- 
eb in song and story. Many plays 
have been written around these races, 
the most famous of which is “The 
Sporting Duchess,” which will be 
shown at the Empress Theatre next 
Wednesday and Thursday. This play 
was written by Augustus Harris, 
Cecil Raleigh and Henry Hamilton as 
a mammoth spectacular drama to be 
produced at the Drury Lane theater in 
London.
